School  Superintendent's  Report 

Citizens  and  School  Board  of  Dummer,  N.  H. 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  took  charge  of  your  schools  on  July  1st  and  my  report  cov- 
ers from  that  time  until  January  31st. 

At  the  opening  of  schools  in  September  there  were  only  two 
children  of  school  age  to  attend  the  Pontook  School  and  it  was 
voted  to  transport  them  to  Milan  Village. 

After  careful  deliberation  it  was  thought  best  to  close  the 
Wight  School  for  the  year  and  transfer  the  scholars  to  the  Willis 
School.  Experience  has  shown  that  unless  there  are  ten  or  more 
children  in  school  there  is  an  absence  of  competition  and  lack  of 
group  work  that  is  essential  for  the  best  development  of  the 
child.  While  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  gain  financially  and 
educationally  has  not  been  as  great  as  anticipated,  yet  it  seems 
certain  that  another  year,  now  that  the  adjustment  has  been  made 
and  the  problem  clearly  placed  before  us,  will  bring  far  greater 
results  to  the  child  at  less  expense  to  the  taxpayer. 

Miss  Eiddell,  who  did  excellent  work  at  the  Wight  School, 
was  transferred  to  the  Paris  School.
